SCIENTISTS WAGER. 


The X Rays Cannot be Produced 
Lead Glass. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS Wm) 


DENVER, April 5.— Word reached 
the city yesterday from. Samuel 8. 
Campbell, manager of the Diamond In- 
candescent Lamp Company, who is at 
present in San Francisco, that several 
‘scientists of that place had offered to 
make a wager that X rays could not 
be produced from tubes made by lead 
glass. The dispute arose over the pub- 
lication of the results secured by H. 
H. Buckwalter, a reporter for the Rocky 
Mountain News, and Dr. C. E. Tennant, 
Jr., of the Homeopathic College in this 
city. The results were gained with 
tubes made by Campbell’s company. 
Last night a proposition was mailed by 
pee gentlemen to Campbell as fol- 
ows: 

“Tf San Francisco or any other scien- 
tists believe that X rays cannot be 


glass, they are at liberty to name three 
representatives to come to Denver or 
they may name three Denver men. In 
any event we desire to be allowed to 
object to one of the three. We will 
take a tube made by the Diamond In- 
candescent Lamp Company and con- 
nect it to the big induction coil at the 
Homeopathic College, where the experi- 
ments will be conducted in the pres- 
ence of the representatives of San 
Francisco scientists: We will make 


by these representatives and placed in 
a leather purse or cardboard box, we 
not knowing the contents 
“After negatives have been success- 
fully secured, the tube will be broken 
and divided into three portions. One 
portion will be sealed by all present 
and held for future use. The second 
will be analyzed for lead at once. The 
third; tHe representatives will be per- 
mitted to take, as well as prints from 
the negatives obtained. No:money con- 
sideration or wager of any kind is nec- 
essary. While we do not insist on ob- 


jection to one of the men who may be 
named we ask the right for obvious rea-

WASHINGTON, April 4, 1896. 

Charles B. Long, chairman Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee, Louis- 
ville, Ky.: My Dear Sir—Your favor of 
March 30, in which you say in sub- 
stance that many of my friends in 
Kentucky and elsewhere desire me to 
become a candidate before the ap- 
proaching National Democratic Conven- 
tion for nomination for the office of 
President, and requesting me to give 
you “some authoritative or definite ex- 
presston” upon the project, has been 
maturely considered. Many communi- 
‘cations upon the same subject and of 
similar import have been received from 
friends in different parts of the coun- 
try, and while very grateful for these 
numerous expressions of confidence 
and esteem on the part of my Demo- 


principles than its selection of candi- 
dates; because, in my opinion, its fail- 
ure or success at the election, as well 
as its capacity for useful service in the 
country in the future, depends upon 
the position it takes or omits to take 
upon the public questions now engag- 
ing the attention of the people, and es-

BRADLEY’S CONTEST. 


FRANKFORT, (Ky.,) April 5.—There 
will be a contest between the friends of 
Gov. Bradley and Congressman Hun- 
ter at the Republican State Convention 
in Louisville, April 15.

The Italian Thunderer Roars at the 
Teutonic War Lord and the Lat- 


ter Does Not Talk Back—A Walk 
on the Lava. 5 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) “ 

LONDON, April 5.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) She German Emperor visited the 
crater of Mt. Vesuvius last week. A 
member of the party thus describes the 
experience: From the top of the sta- 
tion a rather steep zigzag path leads 
up a distance of a hundred yards to the 
crater. The rumbling of the mountain 
and the gigantie eloud of smoke which 
follows it is only periodical, and it was 
not until the party had walked around 
the edge of the crater that they heard 
for the first time tremendous, thunder- 
like sounds deep down below them. 
They were all so ovérwhelmed with 
awe that they were rooted to the spot. 
When the smoke cleared away steam 
smelling of sulphur crept out of numer- 
ous small fissures in every direction 
around them. In spite of the disagree- 
able atmosphere the party. remained for 
some time on the edge of the crater, 
enchanted with the spectacle. 

The bed of lava was crossed for a 
second time. This time a halt was 
made at a fresh stream of lava, which 
since their coming had crept a little 
| further. Speculative Italians pricked 
out the glowing lava with iron rods 
and pressed small coins into it, which 
stick fast when it cools. This caused, 
the young Princes much amusement. 
On the return to Portici the crowds 
were greater than in the morning. The 
Emperor, on the way to Vesuvius, had 
thrown silver coins to numerous beg- 
gars, and the news of this rare thing 
had spread like wildfire: The car- 
rlages were surrounded on all sides as 
they drove slowly through Portici, but 
‘when the horses started at a more 
rapid pace the crowd of children, wo- 
men, men and police set off on a wild 
chase behind them,

JOHN SELMAN’S FATE. 


THE SLAYER OF BAD MEN IS HIM- 
_ SELF WINGED. 


Undertakes to Shoot a Deputy 
Marshal at El Paso and the Lat- 
ter Fills Him with Bullets—A 
Modest, but Stormy Character.

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRP.) 

EL PASO (Tex.,) April 5.—John Sel- 
man, the victor of not less than twenty 
fatal shooting affrays in Texas, the 
exterminator of bad' men and the 
slayer of the notorious John Wesley 
Hardin, is lying with a bullet hole 
through his body. About two or three 
months ago Selman and United States 
Deputy Marshal George Scarborough 
| had a quarrel over a game of cards, 
since which “occurrence the relations 
between them have never been cor- 
dial. 

This morning they met in the Wig- 
wam saloon, and both were drinking. 
Scarborough says Selman asked him 
to come out here, I want to see you,” 
and that the two walked out into an 
alley behind the saloon and Selman, 
whose son is in the Juarez, Mex., jail 
on the charge of abducting a young 
lady from this side for immoral pur- 
poses, said to Scarborough: “I want 
you to go over the river with me this 
morning; we must get that boy out cf 
the jail.“ 

Scarborough expressed a willingness 
to go with Selman, but stated no breaks 
should be made in Juarez. Scarbo- 
rough said Selman then reached for his 
pistol with the remark: “I believe I'll 
kill you.”” Scarborough pulled his gun 
and began shooting. At the second 
shot Selman fell, and Scarborough fired 
two more shots as he attempted to rise. 
When Selman was searched no pistol 
could be found on him or anywhere 
around him. He says he had a pistol, 
but that it was taken from him as he 
“fell. He was hit by every shot that 
Scarborough fired.

Thirty Thousand People are Left 
Without Homes.

MADRID, April 5.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) A terrible fire has occurred at 
Manilla, in the Philippine Islands, by 
which 4000 houses were destroyed and 
30,000 people left homeless. 

Manilla is the capital of the Fhilip- 
pine Islands and has a population of 
100,000, or, with the suburbs, 160,000. It 
is one of the great emporiums of the 
East. The principal buildings are the 
cathedral, the palaces, of the governor 
and archbishop, beautiful town houses, 
ten churches of different religious or- 
ders, several monasteries, convents, 
the arsenal, the three colleges of 
young men and two of the young wo- 
men, a Supreme Court, prison, hospi- 
tal, university, @ marine and a com- 
mercial school, a large theater, a cus- 
tom house and a barracks. It has fre- 
quently been visited by severe and de- 
structive earthquakes. :

The Supreme Court Will’ Not 
Irrigate Unanimously, 
Opinions Differ as to What is 

the Wright Act. 


Controversy Over the Sectarian- 
school Featuré—Democrats to 
Oppose the River and Harbor 
Bill—The Cuban Issue. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, April 5.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Two or more members of 
the Supreme Court will dissent from 
the opinion of the rest in their de- 
cision on the Wright Irrigation Act, and 
if more than one of these decides to 
hand down a written dissent, the 


‘court may not deliver its decision until 


a week from tomorrow. 

It is possible, however, that Justice 
Peckham will be able to hand down 
tomorrow the court’s decision declar- 
ing the Wright Irrigation Law to be 
unobjectionable, and therefore not to 
be set aside by the proceedings which 
were instituted against it. 

CONGRESSIONAL FORECAST, 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—The Senate 

will continue the consideration of the 
Postoffice Appropriation Bill on Mon- 
day, taking it up as soon as practicable 
after the conclusion of the routine 
morning business. It is hoped the day 
will suffice to conclude the debate on 
the bill. Senator Morgan has given no- 
tice of a speech on Tuesday on the Pa- 
cific railroad refunding question, and 
possibly will consume the greater part 
of the day. The question is one to 
which the Senator has given a great 
deal of attention, and on which he has 
accumulated a vast amount of mror- 
maticn. He will speak in support of 
his resolution outlining a bill, and in 
opposition to the bill under considera- 
tion ‘by the joint sub-committee of the 
two houses. 

The remainder of the week will be 
given up largely to the Indian Appro-. 
priation Bill. This measure contains 
several features which are certain to 
develop controversy, the principal one 
of which is the proviso for thé discon- 
tinuance of sectarian schools for In- 
dians, including the Lincoln and Hamp- 
ton institutions. There also will be 
an effort in the — to amend the 
bill by the plan agreed upon by. the 
Committee on Indian Affairs for chang- 
ing the system of land holdings in the 
Indian Territory, and this will develop 
a sharp debate. 

The Naval Appropriation Bill will be 
reported during the week, and will be 
in condition to be takén up as soon as 
the Indian bill is out of the way. It 
is Senator Peffer’s intention to call up

‘offers. | 

This promises to be an exceedingly 
lively week in the House. Tomorrow 
the House will vote on the adoption of 
the conference report on the Cuban 
resolutions which were debated on Fri- 
day and Saturday. It is a 
conclusion that the report will b 
adopted by an overwhelming vote, but 
it is probable there will be more mem- 
bers recorded against it than against 
the passage of the original resolutions. 

Immediately afterward an effort will 
be made to pass the River and Harbor 
Bill under a suspension of the rules. 
The bill carries something over $9,000,- 
000 in actual appropriations, but au- 
thorizes contracts for almost $40,000,000 
additional. The Democrats would like 
an opportunity to attack the bill, be- 
cause of the enormous charge it makes 
upon the treasurer in the future, and 
they will make all the resistance they 
are able to. Their opposition is not 
likely to be effectual, and moreover 
there are many features of the bill in 
which individuals are interested. When 
a motion to suspend the rules is made 
but thirty minutes’ debate are allowed 
on a side, but it is certain that an ex- 
tension of time will be made to two or 
three hours. 

Following the passage of the Rivers 
and Harbors Bill, Mr. Pickler, chair- 
man of the Invalid Pensions Committee, 
will probably call up on Tuesday one 
of the general bills reported by his com- 
mittee. There are also two election 
cases to be decided, one of which will 
unseat Judge Cobb of the Fifth Ala- 
bama District. By Wednesday it is ex- 
pected the Fortifications Bill will be 
completed and it probably will occupy 
the attention of the House for the re- 
mainder of the week. | 

THE RECIPROCITY IDEA. 

WASHINGTON, Apfil 5.—A number 
of replies in regard/to the reciprocity 
idea have been received during the 
past week by the House sub-committee 
having charge of the subject. The 
general tone of the letters is that of 
those previously approving reciprocity, 
the milling interests being well repre- 
sented. A most outspoken protest 
against reciprocity comes, however, 
from the Board of Trade of Tupelo, 
Miss., the home of Representative John 
Allen. Tariff for revenue only is what 
they desire.

Sir Philip Currie, the 
British Ambassador, and J. W. Riddle 
United States Charge d' Affairs, on Sat- 
urday renewed their protest to the 
Porte against the expulsion from Bitlis 
of the American missionary, Rev. G. F.

protection from the fiery darts of the 


enemy.

CHILD RON DOWN, 


YOUNG MAN AND TWO 
HORSES. 


The Driver Dashes on, Despite, t 

Efforts: of Bystanders to St 

Him—A Lively Chase After t. 
Fleeing Man. 


‘Whe criminal carelessness of a fast 


driver came near causing the death of 
a child yesterday afternoon. ! 
About 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
a little seven-year-old boy named Reese 
was playing in front of the Los Ange- 
les Railway Company’s power-house on 
Central avenue.

He jumped in « buggy which 
was passing by and drove in hot pur- 
suit. He reached a livery stable on Los 
Angeles street, between Fist and Sec- 
ond, just too late to catch the fellow, 
who had driven in there, tossed the 
lines to a bostler, paid for the team, 
which he had hired there, and hurried 
away. 

The foreman of the stables swore up 
and down he did not know the name 
of the customer. He declared he haf 
no recollection whatever of his per- 
sonal appearance, whether he was big 
or little, dark or fair, in rags or in 
broadcloth. But from other 
than the recalcitrant foreman the po- 
ice learned that the careless driver was 
of medium size, fair-haired, light-com- 
plexioned, and sandy mustached. His 
looks seemed to indicate him a Swede, 
He was well-dressed in dark clothes 
and a dark stiff hat. 

It was some little time before it was 
learned that the child was still alive, 
and not dead, as at first reported. Capt. 
Roberts called at the house and found 
that the boy was suffering from the 
effects of the severe shock, but in no 
great danger. .

MUMMY OF AN UNKNOWN RACE. 
Hunter John McCarty’ has brought 


ie into Prescott a mummy that is believed 


‘to ante-date the Indians, and is of a 
decidedly different type. He found it 
while hunting a lion, which he had 
treed and brought do in the Verde 


-Cafion. In a cliff awelling he had found 


mummy knee on &@ soap-weed ma 
with the body aprigtit and head Proce 
the long arms hanging straight down 
from the shoulder. In life he was about 
5 feet 7 inches high. In one hand was 
‘grasped 4 stone ax, in the other a bun- 
dle of barbed flint- headed arrows. As 
the air rushed into the vault the rawhide 
shafts‘of the arrowheads and the raw- 
hide handle of the stone ax crumbled 
to ashes, as did the mat and the mantle 
which covered the mummy. The fine 
brown hair, about two feet in length, 
fell from the head. In the cave were 
found several earthenware bowls, a 
tortoise shell and about $1800 worth of 
best grade turquoise in the rough, just 
as it was taken from the ledge. The 
pieces ranged in size from the dimen- 
oe of a walnut to that of a hen’s egg. 
As there is no flint in this part of the 
country, and no known vein of tur- 
quoigse in the Western Hemisphere of the 
width of these specimens, where the 


skull is thick and the brain cavity 
small. The lower jaw is very heavy 
and projécting. The teeth are large, 
strongly set and intact. A 7% hat fits 
closely on the bare skull. The body is 
small, shoulders narrow, leg and arm 
bones large and strong; legs long, arms 
and fingers phenomenally long. There 
is almost no forehead; the back of. the 
head is large and round; the skull has a 
sharp incline down to the eyebrows, 
and the hair to have grown close 


and seems to have dried up with slight 
decomposition..
